AN ACT to amend an act entitled ‘‘an act to incorporate the city
of Mineral Point,” approved March2d, 1857, and also acts amend-
atory thereof, approved March 25th, 1858, March 17th, 1859,snd
March 9th, 1860.

The People of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate
and Assembly, do enact as follows :

SectioN 1. The act to incorporate the city of Min-
eral Point, approved March 2d, 1857, and all acts
amendatory thereof, are hereby amended so as to read
ag follows, to wit:

CHAPTER ONE.
CITY AND WARD BOUNDARIES.

SecrioN 1. All that district of country in the coun-
ty of Towa, hereinafter described, fromand after the first
Tuesday in April next, shall be and constitute a city
by the name of Mineral Point, and the people now
inhabiting and those who shall inhabit' said district,
shall be a municipal corporation by the name of the
city of Mineral Point, and shall have the general
powers possessed by municipal corporations at common
law, and in addition thereto shall have and possess the
powers hereinafter specially granted, and the authori-
ties’ thereof shall have perpetual succession, shall be
capable of contracting and being contracted with, of
suing and beingsued, pleading and being impleaded; in
all' courts of law and equity, and shall have a common
gseal, and may change and:alter the same at pleasure.
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SectioN 2. The, territory included within the fol. SHAPTERTS.
lowing described limits and boundaries shall constitute Boundaries.
the city of Mineral Point, to wit: all of section num-
ber thirty-one (81,) and the west half of section num-
ber thirty-two (32,) in township number five (5,) north,
and range three (3,) east; also, the north half of section
number six (6,) in township number four (4,) north of
range number three (3,) east; also, the north-east quar-
ter of section number one (1,) in township number four
(4,) north of range two (2) east, and the east half of
section number thirty-six (36,) in township number
five (5,) north of range two (2) east of the fourth
principal meridian.

Secriox 8. The said city shall be divided into two Wardboundaries
wards, as follows : all that part lying on the west side
of Chestnut ‘street, extending north in a direct line,
and all lying west of the west line of Bracken and
Irving’s addition, shall constitute the first ward, and
all that part lying on the east side of said street and
line shall constitute the second ward.

Secrioxn 4. Theé corporate authority of said city City officers.
shall be vested in one principal officer, styled the may-
or, in one board of aldermen consisting of three mem-
bers from each ward, who with the mayor shall be
denominated the common council, together with such
other officers as are'hereinafter mentioned, or may be
created under this act.

CHAPTER TWO.

ELECTIONS.

SectioN 1. From and after the first Tuesday in Eiective officers.
April next, the elective officers of said city of Mineral
Point, shall be a municipal judge, .a school superinten-
dent, a treasurer; and an assessor for the city at large,
and threc aldermen, one justice of the peace and one
constable in each ward, whe shall hold their respective
offices as follows: the municipal judge, school superin-
tendent, treasurer assessor and constable for one year, Term of office-
justices of the peace for two years, and one alderman
in each ward shall be annually elected who shall hold
his office for three years, and shall respectively hold
their offices until their successors are elected and qual-
ified. The term of office of all officers shall commence

on the second Tuesday of April of the year in which
they are elected. Said officers shall have such power
and perform such duties as are prescribed by law or
as may be prescribed by any ordinance of said city,
not inconsistent with this act, or which may not be
incompatible with the nature of their respective offices

SecrroN 2. On the first Tuesday of April next, the
qualified voters of said city shall elect a municipal
Judge, a school superintendent, a treasurer and an as-
sessor, which said officers shall be qualified voters
resident in said city ; and on the same day and at the
same places of holding said election, the said qualified
voters shall also elect one alderman, one justice of the
peace, and one constable for each ward. The officers
last aforesaid shall be residents of the respective wards
for which they are elected. The present common coun-
cil of the city of Mineral Point shall designate the
place of holding said election in each ward, and said
election shall be conducted as now provided by law ;
and at every subsequent first Tuesday in April, elec-
tions shall be held in the several wards for the officers
above designated, and said elections shall be presided
over by the aldermen in the respective wards, or in
case of their absence or disability the voters present
at the hour of opening the polls, shall elect by viva
voce, a sufficient number of inspectors to make three
with the alderman or aldermen present, who shall be
sworn in accordance with laws of the state. They
shall appoint and swear two clerks, and shall see the
names of the voters registered, and the ballots safely
deposited in the ballot box, shall decide all questions
that may arise as to the legality of the votes presented,
shall count the ballots at the close of the polls, and
shall certify and seal two returns; and the day follow-
ing the election, shall direct and return one of the said
returns to the clerk of the city council, and the other
to the clerk of the board of supervisors of the county
of Towa. The municipal judge and such members of
the common council as shall hold over, shall constitute
a board of canvassers, who shall within five days after
election, meet at the common council chamber and can-
vass such returns, and after the aforesaid returns have
been canvassed by said board, the municipal judge
shall notify, by a certificate urder his hand, the per-
sons elected to the respective offices. The polls shall
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be kept open in the respective wards from nine o’clock CHAPTER 78

in the forenoon until five o’clock in the afternoon : pro-
vided, however, that the board may adjourn the polls
at twelve o’clock noon, for one hour.

Sectrox 8. In the event of a vacancy in the office
of municipal judge or alderman, by death, removal or
other disability, the common council shall order a new
election, and shall give five days’ notice thereof.” Any
vacancy in other offices shall be filled by the common
council. The person appointed or elected to fill a
vacancy shall hold lis office and discharge the duties
thereof for the unexpired term,'with the same rights
and subject to the same liabilities as the person whose
ofice he may be elected or appointed to fill.

SectIoN 4. All elections by the people shall be by
ballot, and plurality of votes shall constitute an elec-
tion. All elections by the common council may be viva
voce.  'When two or more candidates for an elective
office shall receive an equal number of votes for the
same office, the election shall be determined by the
casting of lots in the presence of the common council,
at such time and in such manner as they may direct.

SecrroN 5. All persons entitled to vote for state or
county officers, and who shall be actual residents of
the ward where they offer to vote, shall be entitled to
vote for any officer to be elected under this law, and to
hold any office created by this act.

SectioN 6. If either of the inspectors of elections Cballenge.

or aldermen shall suspect that any person offering to
vote does not possess thenecessary qualifications of an
elector, or if such vote be challenged by an elector, the
inspector or aldermen, before receiving any such vote,
shall require the voter offering, to take the following
oath: ¢ You do solemnly swear (or affirm, as the case
may be,) that you are twenty-one years of age, that
you are a citizen of the United States, or have declared
your intentien to become a citizen conformably to the
laws of the United States on the subject of naturaliza-
ization, that you are now an actual resident of this
ward, that you have not voted at this election, and that
you have made no bet or wager depending on the
result of this election.” And if the person offering
to vote shall take such oath, his vote shall be received,
and if such person shall take such oath falsely, he
shall be deemed guilty of a willful and corrupt perjury,

: to vote, or shall make out false returns of any election,
or any clerk shall not write down the name of every
voter as he votes, or shall willfully make untrue
and incorrect counts and tallies of votes, each and
every [such] inspector or clerk shall be liable to indict-
ment, and on conviction thereof shall severally forfeit
and pay a sum not exceeding five hundred dollars nor
less than one hundred dollars. All such indictments
shall be tried in the circuit court of the county of
Iowa.

Special elections to fill vacancies or for
any other purpose, shall be held and conducted by the
aldermen of each ward, or inspectors, as provided by
this act, and returns thereof shall be made in the same
time, form and manner as of general or annual elections.

When office SecrioN 8. Any officer removing from the city, and

CHAPTER THREE.

OFFICERS, THEIR POWERS AND DUTIES.

Appeals mav be taken from the judgment of said mu- Arpeal
nicipal cour; in the same manner for the same cause,
and in the same cases in which appeals may be taken
from the judgment of justices of the peace to the cir-
cuit court; and shall, in the appellate court, be tried
in the same manner and be 'subject to the same rules
and practice. The municipal judge shall quarterly Quarterly report
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report to the commopn council a list of all proceedings
instituted before him in behalf of the city and the dis-
position thereof, and shall at the same time pay over
to the treasurer the amount of all penalties and fines
collected which may by law accrue to the city.

SectroN 8. The municipal judge shall be ez officio
mayor, who shall, when present, preside over the meet-
ings of the common council, and shall take care that
the laws of the stdte and the ordinances of the city,
within the corporation, are duly enforced and observed,
and that all officers of the city discharge their respec-
tive duties. He shall appoint the police force in such
numbers as the common council shall direct, and, in
case of a riot or disturbance of the peace, shall appoint
temporary police. He shall communicate in writing
to the common council, once a year, such information
as he may deem necessary, and at all times give such
information as the common council may require.

SkctroN 4. At the first meeting of the common
council each year, or as soon thereafter as may be, they
shall proceed to elect by ballot one of their number
president, and in the absence of the mayor, the said
president shall preside over the meetings of the com-
mon council, and daring the absence of the mayor from
the city, or his inability from any cause to discharge
the duties of his office, the president shall execute all
the powers and discharge all the dutjes of mayor. In
case the mayor and the president shall be absent from
any meetings of the common council, they shall proceed
to clect a temporary presiding officer, (and) who for the
time being shall discharge the duties of mayor. The
president or temporary presiding officer, while presid-
ing over the council or performing the duties of mayor,
shall be styled acting mayor, and acts perfowmed by
them shall have the same force and validity as if per-
formed by the mayor.

SectIoN 5. The common council shall elect a city
clerk. He shall keep the corporate seal and all the
papers and records of the city. He shall attend the
meetings and keep a record of the proceedings of the
common council. The records of the common council
kept by liim shall be evidence in all legal proceedings,
and copies of all papers filed in his office and tran-
scripts from records, certified by him, under the corpor-
ate seal, shall be evidence in all courts in like manner

a8 if the original were produced. He shall keep a full
and accurate account of all orders drawn or the city
treasury, in a book provided for that purpose, and shall
also keep an accurate accoupt with the treasurer, and
charge him with all tax Lsts delivered to him for
collection, and all sums of money paid into the treas-
ury. When the clerk shall be absent from any meeting,
the city council may appoint a clerk pro fem. The
city clerk shall have power and authority to admin-
ister oaths and affirmations.

SeotioN 6. On or before the last Monday in April
in each year, the city clerk shall make out a statement
showing the amount of money received into the treas-
ury during the year ending upon that day, from what
source such money was derived,’and also the amount
of orders drawn on the treasurer, and for what purpose
the same was issued, and also showing the total amount
of indebtedness of the city, which statement shall be
published as soon thereafter as may be, in the news-
paper in which the ordinances and by-laws of said city
are published.

SectioN 7. The treasurer shall receive all moneys
belonging to the city, and keep an accurate and detailed
account thereof, together with an account of all dis-
busements, in such manner as the common council
shall direct. He shall report to the common council
ag often as required, and annually, at least ten days
before the annual election, a full and de*ailed aceount
of all receipts and expenditures after the date of the
last annual reports, and also of the state of the treasury,
which statement shall be filed with the clerk.

SectroN 8. The common council shall have power
from time to time to require other and further duties to
be performed by any officer whose duties are herein
prescribed, and to appoint such other officers as may
be necessary to carry into effect the provisions of this
act, and to prescribe their duties and to fix the compen-
sation of all officers elected or appointed by them. Such
compensation shall he fixed by resolution at the time
the office i3 created, or at the commencement of the
year, and shall not be increased or diminished during
the term such officer shall rem#in in office.

SecrioN 9. The common council shall annually pro-
vide that all printing authorized and required by them
to be done for their use or for the city, shall be let by
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_CHAPTER . contract to the lowest bidder, for the term of one year,
but no bid therefor shall be considered unless made by
the publisher of a newspaper printed and published in
the city of Mineral Point, unless the bids of such pub-
lishers shall be higher than the rates of legal advertis-
ing, as fixed by law, or unless such publishers shall
fail to bid. Al ordinances and other proceedings re-
quired by this act, or by the by-laws or ordinances of
the common council to be published, shall be published
in the newspaper selected under the proceedings [pre-
visions] of this section; and the printer of said news-
paper shall eitherin person or by his foreman, file with
the clerk of the city, his or their affidavits of the
length of time said ordinance, by-law or proceedings
have been published, and such. affidavit shall be conclu-
sive evidence of the publications of uch notice, ordi-
nance, proceeding or by-law.

If any
person, hystander, military officer or private shall re-
fuse to aid in maintaining the peace when so required,
every such person shall forfeit and pay a fine of fifty
dollars; and in case where the civil power may be re-
quired to suppress riots or disorderly behavior, the su-
perior or senior officer present, in the order mentioned
in this section, shall direct the proceedings. The city
constables shall have the same powers and be subject
to the same duties as town constables under the law.

To have the entire supervision and control -of
the common schools in said city, and to regulate the
manner of receiving pupils, and their transfer from
one school to another, and to adopt rules for their own

overnment.

10th. Whenever said board deem it advisablé to
sell any of the school houses, lot or sites, or any of the
school property now or hereaftr belonging to'the crty,
to report the same to the city council.

and to regulate the use of them in time of fire, and to
regulate and prevent the carrying on of any manufac-
tories dangerous in causing or promoting fires; to
compel the owners or occupants of buildings to have
scuttles in the roof and stairs and ladders leading to
the same; to authorize the mayor and aldermen, fire
wardens and other officers of the city to keep away
from the vicinity of a fire, all idle and suspectgd per-
sons, and to compel bystanders to aid in the extinguish-
ment of fires and in the preservation of property ex-
posed to danger thereat, and, generally, to establish
such regulations for the preservation [prevention] and
extinguishment of fires as the common council may
deem expedient.

person andto confine him temporarily in any safe place
until such fire shall be extinguished; and in the same
manner such officers, or any of them, may arrest or
direct the arrest and confinement of every person at
such fire who shall be intoxieated or disorderly; and
any person who shall refuse to obey any such lawful
order, or who shall refuse to arrest or aid in arresting
any person 8o refusing, shall be liable to such penalty
as the common council may prescribe, not exceeding
fifteen dollars.

Secrion 8. The common council shall have power Sack company.
to organize a sack company, which shall [be] known as
sack company No. 1, to consist of not more than twenty
members. Such company shall constitute a part of
the fire department,and [at] fires shall be under the con-
trol of the chief engineer. The members of said com-
pany, either collectively or individually, are hereby
authorized and empowered to act as a special police in
and for the city of Mineral Point, and are hereby vested
with all the power and authority which now is or may powers.
hereafter be vested in any police officer of said city,
and shall be entitled to all the rights and immunities
of members of the fire department. At fires they shall
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take charge of all property which may be exposed or
endangered, and shall, so far as it may be in their
power, preserve the same from injury or destruction.
Said company may, from time to time, adopt such by-
laws and regulations as they may deem necessary, not
inconsistent with this act and thelaws of this state.
The members of said company shall not be entitled to
any pay or compensation for services rendered in their
official capacity. They shall, in case of riot or disturb-
ance of the peace, have free access to all licensed
places of amusement in the city, and shall perform
such services as may be necessary for the peace and
good order of the same. The members of said com-
pany shall severally take an oath or affirmation, that they
will faithfully discharge the duties of their office, and
when any member of said gompany shall cease to be a
member thereof, by resignation, expulsion or otherwise,
notice thereof shall be given to the city clerk, who
shall preserve arecord of all members of said company.

CHAPTER TEN.
MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS,

SectroN 1. The city of Mineral Point shall be and
is hereby invested as the lawful owner and successor of
all the real and personal property and all the rights
and privileges belonging to the corporation.of the vil-
lage of Mineral Point.

SectioN 2. All work for the city or either ward
thereof, shall be let by contract to the lowest responsi-
ble bidder, and due notice shall be given of the time
and place of letting such contract.

abolishing said corporation, but such election or organ-
lzation may be had on any subscquent day, by order of
the mayor; and if any of the duties enjoined by this
act or the ordinance or by-laws of the city to be done
by any officer at any time specificd, are not done and
performed, the common council may appoint another
time at which said acts may be done or performed. .

AN ACT to organize the fourth ward of the city of Appleton, and
to change the boundaries of the first and second wards.

The People of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate
and Assembly, do enact as follows: .

Sction 1. All that part of the territory included Limits
within the corporate limits of the city of Appleton,
which lies south of the center of the main channel of
Fox river, is hereby set off from the first and third
wards of said city, and organized into,a separate ward
tobe called the fourth ward of the city of Appleton.
